opportunidef of the Meditcirancan lands, better aecured under 
thcic conditiozu from the effects of prolonged drought. 

It was the arrival on the scene of the honw and the iwtnd^ it 
would appear, rather than the introduction of weapons of iron,

Ot'R last TOlwiilCi iferrh^i Ffnt*fiTj in Bnnzf, ileal twjtb the 
period during whidD the oaeof aDuf of copper and Un, 

wfM ipreading fnnia KU^arlih alt over Europe and the Near Eatt^ 
giving rise to fresh dcvcInpiaenH in the dciJbatton of the West, 
whOcin Egypt and Asia Minor empim Houtiihed and eicpandecl, 
and a great ntercaiitUc state grew up in Qete and the neighbour’ 
mg iito, Tlut volume cutieJ our histo^ of cJvilinibn down to 
1400 Ste,, when the fail of Knwod brought Cretan jwwnr to an 
end, and to 1350 m.K, in Egypt, when 111 iSth Dynasiy terminated 
toon after the death of 'rut-eiUlh’anion. 

Here we shall continue tht» llataty for about 400 ycati, 
during which we witn«* the death-ihrcci of the Bronze Age 
civilkation and die birth of thow fopMS that wi* to mould the 
life of the Ciaisical Ago- 

'Hiia period of 400 yean falb in to two c^ual and sharply 
delined phases, but betote ducusing these wc muse Ursi of all 
delcrmitie the date of an imptirtant episude, w tiicb lervc* at a 
lumitig'point, the liegc an d sadc of Troy. 

Two very important work*, duiing with Creek laodi during 
these daii age*, have recently apj^eamd. One, by a brilliant 
young author hitherto unbioivn to fame, sett forth a new view ai 
to the date of th» fantou* episode. Mr. Bum aigtivt tliat the 
chronologies compded by Erairiathcncs and later Gitdt hi*- 
torians arc not w be irmtcd, partly because dkcve a« bated upon 
pedigrees, not always reliable in dicmtclveSi and partly hetafiie 
in thrr" ton many years arc rccitoned to a generation, Therefore 
Mr. Bum rejccti the date of the Trojan War as given by 
hhatMiheitm, and bdiem thM tlui campaign took place Home* 
where about i too n.c. 

On the otliei hand Piofwsor .Mjms, who has recently

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brought riut a large Tr^Iumc on this j^eiiud, hat 3 great mpect for 
the accutaty ef thtfe pedigreei* at lent oi thoje that appear ie 
early woiit. He bdieties, with EralMthcnrs, that the Trojau 
War took place between J194 and J184 i.c Out readen know 
that we have paid the gicaiot «spcn to ttaditwn; we iliEreftne 
agree with Myro lather than with Hum, ihnugh with iDme 
reserve about the atcuraicy of the pedigieei. 

We Me ihe timre iwHned to accept the traditional date for the 
following TMHoni. In TAr ^ ihr Sta, p, 135, and agahi in 
Mfrfhant f'/itturfri in iiiwis/, pp. 141 and 151, we de^cribifd 
wiJie iiucribed tiay tablets hitnjgbt back by Hiouiy from 
ft'gbat Keuh i tillage on the Haiy) river [q Alia hltcor, the site 
of the andolt city of Ptoria, nnd before tJiat of Rhattunat, the 
capital of the Hittite Empire. These ubleti, which ranjije over 
many centuriet prior to isoo b.c., are remains of the archive of 
ihe Hittite tnonarchi, and among them b a tablet whicli tiknown 
to date from about 1150 Thii tablet related how Dudkliaiu 
111, the Hiirite king at that ttme^ had to protect bimKlf from 
an attack crganiied by Attarisjyai^ rtikr iif Ahhiyava, on bii 
Jt-penJency of Zijsparla, which bat been identified ai Caria. 
Dr. Foircf hai tntnilitcirated tint name, which ir rendered 
T-r-t-y-t in ehc Hittite tcrlpc, at Attaritsyaa, and hn idcntj&ed 
him ai Atrein, ruler of Achaca. ProfcfiioT Sayce, on the other 
hand, writes the word Taisiyas, and identities him with Perseui 
or Pteneui. Pcneuj, hcnveTcr, vvh ruler in yVrguta, and hw 
people are more lUtully called Argives or Danaant, w'hik 
Agamemnon, the son of Atreiu, w'as king and leader of the 
Achaeam. With Myres, ihcii, we agree with K(iiTrr*i interpreta'' 
tlon, and, if Atteui wu living and organizing an attack upon the 
Hittite empire about tljo i,*., wo cannot capect that hii son, 
Agamemnon, led tive Achaean host against Trey modi later than

Afier these erbe^ we witnew the riie of the Gfctfc?^ the 
PhqeniciaASf the FiiUistincs^ the TTcbreivs^ and other nadotu that 
fill the plrture of whit is gencially li Ancient History. 

We pjtjpos^, therefore, lo divide the folloiving chaptco of thii 
toSuihc into twii partly dealing fint with die detime and fall of 
the cider empire! and then with the ritt of the later powerc.

The Greeks tbevnidva recognbed three main groups ftf 
dlakcts, ihe Aeolic, vpnleo mainly b Tfe^dy and Bocoria, tht 
ionite in Kuboca and Attica, and the: DanC} which was chiefly 
used south of the Isthmus of Corinth.

former rulers. The reliable pedigree of the king? of Athem is 
relatively sbori* and goct back only to Cecrop in the latter lialf 
of the fourteenth tentiiry. Before cliat a number of Icings are 
mentionedf motdy with nam» limilat to those of Uter oecupiuit^ 
Ilf the throne^ but wkb different and more primitive Icgendc.

Wr have teen that during the reign of Seti the deaert tribe* of 
Tcansjoidania had formed a coalition with a view to the 
conquest of Palatine, in which tliej- had been in a great meascre 
iuccciiful. In these desert tribe* many people have recognized 
the Children of IawcI, mchmg the Promised Land under the 
leailcrthip of JtwbiHt. If »t may truit the Egyptian accounts of 
thit esrsmlp tJiete tribes, though tlnubiles* of the jjme Semitic 
■peccb, were realty quite independctit of one another until they 
joined together to CTo** the Jordan. 

WCK of the Eviphratci emended the Hi ttite empire, now belli 
by Miimhil 11, brother of Amuandaih. hitdi being nm* and 
heirs of the great organizer Shubhilitliuma.

For five yean there vvaa no teiiled rulc^ eitcept that m Syrian 
adventurer for a time ict hiow^lf Upon the throne. The 
Libyans again oioran the Delta, and rhere woi chaos in the 
Und untfl in 1205 or iico Semalchx, 1 isiin of tinceitais 
origin, but probably a dcicendatii of Seti 1,subdued hh rivib and 
otcended iht ihrone at the fim ling of the aoth Dynasty. 

Hattushil [[[ had been succeeded in t£55 by DudkhilU 
in as king of the Hiititc?, and before miny years ww pait the 
new king had to dt^fend hit lands againrt an invader from the 
yir&\, lliis was an attack os]gankcd byAtnenSjlotl of Pelops,kiog 
ofElit. Atreui tcenu 10 have been a headstrong young man. and 
wlih iih brother Thycitrt had tnnrdcred their half broihcr 
Chrvsippus, They fied from EKb and look refuge at Mycenae^ 
where the aged Per»cui waj probably aril! king. Atfctis ^mi to 
have taken to a life of piracy, and led maratiding banda of 
Actiaeanf to attack tlie Hiliite eoojt. We Imotv lillle more ahowt 
the feign of Dudklulia than lias already been given ibcive* 
accept that at hii draih^ iboui 1229 he waa suixeeded by 
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hii son Arnuaiidasli III, of whom we know kas. He J^tn W 3 i 
succeeded hy hii mil, Dudkhjlia iVp about lioo i.c,* wheti the 
Hittite ^ecoidi come tq an end^ and tKc empire leenif tq KaTe 
fillen before a great innvcnscoi of Phrygian and allied mb« that 
twept across Aiia Minor (tom the nonli-wcit* 

AH this time Tm\ ynder iti Phryidati king?, Laomedoja and 
Priaoir had remained independrat of the Hittitt empire. We 
gather from the arcbaeologicd remihis fotmd on thr liic^ ta the 
layer known a» Hii^arlik VI, that it wai remarkably prenperou*, 
4nd we leant from Hittite sc^urcts that tJiere waf a dhtirkt in tlte 
norch-wwt of Aaja Mitior, aot under their mlr^ kuoivti to them 
iifl of in which was a iriiy called Tj-rt-i-jn or 

Troja, and that near ir was a place by the uatn* of or 

Leabw- 

Atfeut wenta it this time lo hare been the mmi proixiTneitt of 
the unruly Achicans^ who wort supporTing ihcmsetvei by a 
phicical life on the but othert w ere doubtlciia engaged tn 
tnniUr mepbin. It muit have been stKMi after U50 thjit 
Betlefnphuiip who Jiad left Argolw hr Lyck a few yc 4 n earlier, 
wai tnpged in a war with llie Solyml in the jfitrriwr of the 
pcmnsuli. *rhc attacks of Atfcn* upun the Hiiikc coasi Ivcame 
so frequent that aboui i£jo i.c. Dudkhalb HI decided to form 
in alliance wkh hbn, and granted to him lOd Iih 
Bzggaln the ritlrs of kwnf(fmf oT the cqnii'^alcmi of 

/yrrfffffAF* A few yean bter^ abosit iiij d.c., Attcus made jq 
attack upon Alasni^a or Cyprus, and, ai ai rhii time the Minoaq 
eii-Qkation came to an abrupt end in that bland, it ^cema likely 
(hat he iur&ed nut thm^^ of Cretan descent and put in thdr 
place j number of i'\chanajii frtsm the tiDtc-m Pct^potui^c-^ wlio 
intruduced the Areadian dialect, which was jpoken there in 
much later dayi; but iom^ believe (hat thu rettktncut wai nut 
elfected until 1196 U.c.

He Jud several scuii, all *>( wkjnl were kifled. by a JUtIve tkief, 
PtereljLii of Taplws, and an otily daughter, Alcmene, who 
married AmphittyDn, sqn of Aleaeui^i mm ormilni^wn origitu 
Oti the death df Eleciryun, about n^c-p the kingdom pa^^d 
to hti bmlher Sthette1i»p who wemr 10 liave died a few jxan 
la ter I leaving a son Eoiysthens, probably a bny at the tirne^ 
Atreuj^ who ikJil during all hia wandenngs kept Mycenae as a 
ba^c, seems to have ouBred the young EiuyTtthcus and eiublhhcd

huk In the mcaniimc Atcmcnc had given birth to tw'in sum, 
Htraclev and [phiclcs, and the former of these wav a claimant to 
the throne irf Mycctiac. 

Cadmui had married HarTnonia, according to ttadilioti a 
daughter of Ares 1 and iticrcfuTe preamujibly of Hellcmc descent. 
By her he lud faur daughters^ Agjve^ Auionc'»e, Trto, and 
Scmclc^ and one son, Folydunis, apparently much ynunger ilian 
1 ik #isteR^ Agave married Echion, uoe uf the original band of 
Cadmekm, and, after the death or rctimttirnt of Cadmuji, their 
fon Pent Jims hceatiie kitig to tlie excluiion of Idi umile Poly- 
dorus. During hii rule hb mother and aunu became subject to 
atticb of rctigtous frenay, and held orgies on Muunt Otbaeiitiij 
timilar frenaies ate recorded at biicr dates from louth-west AiU< 
PentheoJ tried In vam to check these eatra vagancct, and dimbed 
into a tree to watch tliem. Here he wai detccled by the 
enchuBUtts, who* mb taking him for a wild beast, tort hbn in

Lflbdocui, itSl t boy* Labdooii dkd young, leaving m infant

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father of Ocdipttn. The ^torr of the kixer's unmtEin^v m* 
ctstuau^ Enarri^E^e h ViiJl Jinnivn, and^ luring bliriJcii hjiipeU' 
Md ^biiidtcil in 4 fit df rcmtifie, he wa% luc^ecdcd by hu 
Excoct» and Polynicei. TIim sttt^mptrd lo rule Jointly^ but, 
owing to a diiputei Polynicct fled and took refuge at the enurt of 
Adnstue, who war now king of Atgor. 

W't tniiir fttiT-v folUjiv the fcnu/Lca of the family of Froetusi 
whom we left ac AfgiWi after he had exchanfed Tiryni for tt 
with FereeuS. Proetui reem& to hare had a «>□, Megapcnthc^^ 
who ap[>cafi£ to liave died young in hit father^t leaving 

him witli three dawglirersi^ who^ like the djugliten of Cadmul:, 
were given to rcligiout fren^ici. The tJd ling m dutitrbcd at 

thi* iliat he offered hii ILogdoin to ati}' one who would eutie 
ihent. There arrired tine day two bn^tlterf^ Mdamptir and iViAi, 
of Amytiuoo, an AeolUn pliyakian^ I'V)' profowl to Iwve 
effected a vUn?* tnarried t\Yo of tije da ugh ten and inherited 
between them the kingdom of Aigor. Bias svas tgcecoded by Hii 
wn, l'alai 33 , who mamed Lyiinuehe^ and it wm in the liou^c of 
iheir eldeit 54^^ Adrjjiru^, who i^uecccded in due contre to the 
ibgdom. that Pol>Ttices took refuge aftcrlufLlliglit itom “IThebcf* 
For A time Adrartuti was expelled from Argcis^ and became king of 
Skyoi4 but toon afictwirdj! he recovtred hk fotmer lingdom. 
Along willi PcJynkei and other hcroei hr attatked Tltebta and 
destroyed the Cadmeian power. T‘hW| however;, wa» the cnif aUo 
of iJte Cretan pem er in Afgolb, for the forcet of Argc^ were ki 
weakened, thiL after many simggla Atr^ua^ dr at any rate 
Agamemnon I brought the whole of Argotb under hii rule. 
About thin time many of the leading men of Cretan extraction 
left and aetiled in Aais Elinor* for Amphilochiu of ArgtM,

*rhe poiitmn of Agafnemnun haf ahu been the subject of cun- 
lidciabk difference of opinion. 1m( bidievcti ihat^ at the con- 
trihutor of tlie Urgai of the cumhined forces^ .Agameninon had 
been elected by the oihef Idnj^ to the chief connnand. Huiy 
tald that to ipealc of him the nilin^ of a Myecuean ^empire" 
would perhaps be an ovtr^taiement, since no one outride Idi own 
kingdom paid him tribute or ow'ed liiin military ficrrice. Thh 
tnay literally tie tnic^ though it must: be idmiitrd that our

leemf dear from this that he held no cphctncrjl authority. 
According to Lcaf^ who comidcred the catalogue a later 
addition to the poem and of Boeotian origin* AgamcmriDn wai 
the acrual king of the greater part of the nulHland* ruling moit 
qf the territory within a hundred miles of MycenaeL Beyond iTih

Bmy k indincil to dkmiM thU erpbnaiian, believing that it 
b bound up with the hypothesb of an innualfalr on the plain of 
Irop, for whidi there ii no erideBce, He ledb fur a cause in the 
desire of the Achaem* to effect letiknieitii cm the coast of .^^ia 
Minor. Leif, ihnugh he ttiggefted that the plda of Tmy wn 
a place where Aegean traders met ihwr from the Htixme* did 
not feat bit argnmcnl epoa ihk vugg^tion ; he bis given another 
reason for the d«ke of the AchAcaiu m camp on die plain, and 
chk reason ieciu ideqnite* The earplanation offered by HHtiry 
Ecems to fiD, «noe none of the Achaemt icitled n Troy after it 
w*a* ciptufcd^ but left it, accordkig to moit ^ceoimu, in the 
himdiof Aeoeas,whose£miily held it until It was tiken frum them 
ibout the doac of the century.

‘Fhougli severely wounded Ramies lumved and ordered a com’ 
mission of £i:}urtccii judgei to tic compiratort, who were 
found gtiiliy and ordered to uie riieir own Urei. Soon after ihb 
Rarmcf Ill died in tlby a.c^ whoi lie hbgdom paiicd to hb 
Ramw IV. 

We knrAV lit lie of thi: kmgdfini of B^hybn at tib time^ except 
that it was ttUl in the hands of the Kaitdtea, MeSi^iiepak |1 w as 
Tcigning in laoa and a few yeant lateT attached Kiiiiirta'' 
apel^ur^ wdio had become king of Aiiyrta about tite fame time. 
This attack wm umucccssfulj and \vc hear little more of Meli- 
xhepak before hi* death 'm E187 n-c., when lie vi-as succeeded by 
& 1 irduk-ap:d-cddid 1. Nlourta-apel-ckur died in 11 75 b.c. and 
iva\ mccccded on die tbitme of AMyria by Ariiur-dam I* and ld 
1174 Ubaba-flium-ididb became Hug oi^ Bahyloit. In due 
tame year vUhnr-itim iiueled KanJunioiJi and captured the 
toiviia of 2aban^ IrHp, and iUarsalh^ but die foliowmg year 
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the Eljiaites^ under ShotroUNalikhiinte, f^vepi dovm from ihe 
moantaint And dew Ilbabi^ihuni'iddLiij who was mecceded at 
Babylon by Cnlil-nadin-akhc, after whole death In i.t tlie 
Katsite linj^om came to an end. 

Troy, at «« have endeavoured tO ibow ta Dwptcf I, waf

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aaclccd by the i\chaeaiis in 1184 n.c,, hut the CTidenee from the 
excavation* ihowt that the dty ws* not detrmyed until nearly 
a century iaier. If w-c may jutl|fc frwn a ptuphecy^ put into the 
mouth of Pouridonyet written after the mat, Acnei* gathered 
together the remnant of hit people, after the eipuUion of the 
hi»u»eor Prum, and reigned there for a iJbic^ and wsi succeeded 
to tntn by hi* aon and grandsoq. 

The Achaean heroes met misfortunes during or after tlieJr 
return from Troy* More than one fell an the battle-field, 
leaving ihcit houses witJiout heirs, thus completing tlut race 
suicide, to w^hich, a* Hesiod haa pointed out, thdr many wars 
were tending. Mentdatu and Odysjom tost iheir way and were 
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mncJ fir by cnntrary winclft md cumati hcfdte ihcy readied 
their homes, A^jamattrion regained hii capital mthont adven* 
ture^ but on liii sirrivai found itat Ids cousin A<^thut had 
during bi* absence appioptiated Ills kingdom and hb wife; im- 
mmlLatcly tiii hlr return Ins fell a victim tti the axe wielded by 
Clyteoinerm. Otesicj, Hk wh^ nill a boy^ fled for a time, but 
returned when groitti up to ar^uge lib father^ deatL A few 
yean later he married tb couiin Hermione, the daughter of 
Mepekiii and Hclcn> and together they ruled the Pdoptmnete 
for some yean. Ahont 1 190 the city of'lyre was rebuilt and 
Twrginked^ and became the most imponant part on the 
SjiTian coait, bier eclipsing the older city of Sidon. About 
[ 176 i^cL, prcfbably on the tcium of Orcitea to tJie Pclop<jntitse, 
«»mc of the Achaeani nitpiled m Cypnii* where they intro¬ 
duced the Aniaslian dialect. 

We mint novr return to Egypt, where Rimiei IV ascended the 
throne ID 1167 i,c. He gave hii father a magnificent funeral, 
and had compiled fl full Ibt of Ku henetactiom to the templeS| 
which ha* come down to u$ ai the Harris papjTURi !de was 
completely under ihe daoiinHtion of the pficais, chief among 
which were the High Priest at d-Rab and the High Pricsi of 
Am on at niebes. These oEciih ttaUyruIed the kiugduDi during 
hii reign and that of lu* son Ramies V, who succeeded him in 
[t6i ILC., nor were hb lucecsson, Ramses VI, VII. and VI11, 
who ruled successively between iiJ7 1142 any more 
effective ai khrgs. Tlie fKiwcf iva* gradually passiag into the 
handj of Amirftluitcp, who had lucccedtrd lib father Ranpo^ 
nakht u High Priest of Amon at Theb«* 

The Kaiisitc mic at Babylon catoc to 1 do« with the death of 
EnUUpadin-akhc in 1169 o.c Of h» end wc know nothing, but 
that ai hb death ihe rule ai Babylcin cauie into the lundi of the 
Faihe, who seem to hare been mkn of Isin. The only king of 
this line, uiually spoken of as the 2nd DjTLas ty of hin i who was of 
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aay coiuccjucticc, wze Nc&Dcluuin»tir I, who luccccdct! tn the 
throne tn 1 147 b.c. 

Athur-dain J wii rulitig fW-tii, ajid Jeen« to liive bcoi 
nuHag that kingdom the moti inQucniul in the Near Rnt 
Only once wai power terhiudy tlueitetied, ThU wa» «ntie 
rime between 11 70 and 1160 ti.e., when the Mmki raided h» 
leriituryT The*e Muiki ur Mitki, afterwardr oiled Mtnehoi by 
the Greeb and Mcsech by the Hebtew*, teem to have b«n one 
of the Phrygian tribei^ who hod been In the vanguard during the 
attack on ^e Hittitcempife in Asia AEinon They appear to have 
settled in what wai al^enntdf Cappadocia, and Racd their 
capital at Tyaiu, thnagh, If they can Ik ideodfied with the 
Mataka, they were living at an ejuliei date near Mount Atgvui, 
lotne thirty miles to the aoTth-imt. 'nine people teem to hive 
been ottempting to anre* the territnry in S}t« itili in Hitlile 
lundi, and idviaced towards tlbC Ivuphrato and crowed it inui 
the provinces of Alri of Alihe and Purukiixzi. Here they were 
atlowMl to settle for i time, though the king of Babylon took 
step* to prevent them from ertcriMchidg on hii boundaTy, 
During thii time the Hebrew tribel, settled in the uplands of 
Filestiiie, were from time In litnc coilescmg mr defence agatmt 
their enemies under the Jendcrship of migirtratct, known ai 
Jndges, 'I'hc one unif^-jng element centred round the arfc and 
the cximmon worship at ShQuIi, where EH was High Fruist ahout 
the middle of the 12th eentorj'. when Edam becaine it kingdom.

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more db34ti»fit2d, and b 1114 i-c N^sub^nebiled* a noble uf 
Tamip ro» m revolt and detbred Lijcniidf an inile|iendeiu Ibg m 
the Bdu. It wai ihotdjr dfict t!ib that Hrihoi^ the High Fricst 
of Amoit, wished to Tend an cIlv^>y to the t^banoit to secure 
limber for buildbg the racred barqoc of Aroon. That ihi* 
jntnney might be madec permifintin had to be obubed from 
Neubenebded to enable the envoy* Wen-amon, 10 pass through 
the Delta* and when he itoppcd for a time at Dor* he wa? robbed 
of the httie mnne>' lliat he pMftaeth aad wj$ unable to obtain 
catifiaction from the Zattaru pcmcc of that city. After waltbg 
nine days he protteded by way of Tyre to By bio*, where he wai 
reloied admhsion by Zakar-baal* the lord of tlie rity* and wia 
told 10 leave without delay.

In 1115 B.c:. Tiglathplleser I became king of /Issyda. S>qon 
after he zficended the throne he drove the Mujki out of the 
provincei of Aki and Puriiktizii, where they had been settled for 
about fifty yeara. Five Vinp of thti people had. attacked Kuro- 
mukt, or Ctimnugcne* but Tiglathpiliser drove them ouu He 
then proccedaJ to annex the lihtrkt ihui relieved from the 
Muakh but tlic Hit [ire ruler of thh city* Klili-Teahu b* refuted to 
pay taa^ to the Ai^jrian king. He war therefore removed and 
the whole area aiiaLihed to the AsyiTan kingdom* after which 
Tiglathpilcrer ab^rbed alio oU the nthcr HLttite territoriEa in 
the ncighbonrhood. In 1107 i.c, Marduk-nadin-akhc^ king of 
Babylon* made a raid into Aasyrk* but wat promptly checked by 
TigbihpilcMiT* who tapttirod in any dtia in Babylonia, llie 
king of Aw^Tia Wat now the mo»t powerfol roonjTch in the Ncai 
Edit. Even the last jcmnanl of the HittUe empire lud dir* 
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ippe^rtd in t n § B^c.jSabfloPia waft becDinin^ wcakcrt and nnne 
of the petty tura on tlic Syrkn coasE of the Mciit&miisfsn hid 
moth kiBuencc.

Tiaamcnoi ruled the Pelop<irin«e, apparently tininoleitedt for 
tnaiiT year*, but when he had growit to be in. old man* Mi king¬ 
dom Witorerwbc-Injetl. It ivjj abouc 1 t€k| B-c.^acrDnliiig to iradi- 
tion, that the Dorian* crowd the Gulf of Carinth and entered 
the PclDpmjieae, and almost immediaicly the kingdom of 
Tbamenot, the last remtijnt of the former Achaean greatoettt 
fell before the conquering heroes, whotc Tnarerneiiit vre mint 
leaTC to the neai ciiapier« 

About the same time, or perliapi a tittle earlier^ the sixth 
settlement on the mound of Hissarlikp where Aeocaa and hit 
dacendjjiti had been mling since tbe Trojan War^ was attacked 
and demothhed, and tJjc Seventli City arose in lU place. From 
the discovery here of fragments of pottery, decorated with 
concentric rings of impressed omament+ it h c^mulndcJ dioi thia 
attack had been made by people ftotn central Europe, whose 
colture, knn^vn at that of Laujiti, will be more fidly described

This list 
nf tHmc ruling the Aegean, or (haUi$ 3 tTJiUt has been discussed 
by a number of writers, and Bum ha* recently lUggestcd that 
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they ditCf not from the Call of Troy, vfhkh. EiUEbim phees m 
1171 hut from the CUl of Rnostot, in or sibout 1400 i*c.

That the dcutniycri wtrc 
the people of the Lanfitst cult ure« who reached Mdccdonk early 
5n ihii cedturj’ and went on lo the loondin^ of the ficrenth 
lettkinent ac Hiftadikj we have already noted in Chapter 5, It 
leemi probable that diii mmion it wit [bat canted the Dnriaiu 
to move fouthivardi through taslcrii Thestaly to the area late* 
Imown aa Doris, and ultimately to die l^cloponii^e. 
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TIic intmion of ihc Laudi£ people into M^cckIqii cccmi to 
haw led to otlucr tuovcmefila thin tho^e of the Doriaiif^ [ t it 
perhaps to tlii* lime that vve map attribute the departure of the 
BocotiJtti ftom the neighhoirrhonid of Anie m tiie fcrftiLc pMn of 
Atoltt to enter the laud co whidi the}" garc their tuiue.

by Achican nobles who claimed dcicmt from Her 3 c!ci. Thcie 
movementfi the anciemt tbronoloeiit* pbeed at 1184 n.c., just 
about tlie time of the Lausilx triTanofi of Macedan^ while the 
Ebjdan invar bn of the Pebponneie i* pln:ied twenty yean beer. 

Though tradition and the w^irb of the diynnologiti* hang 
well tagetbet, ibcve dato dft ci<>i agree with the reiuln of recent 
ardiacidogical research, in Tlies*aly cxiravaticnii have been 
carried out at several iitcij on which there are dear ligta of 
abrupt termination at a date whkh appeal on arcbacobgical 
grounds to he about r05O a.c.

earlier. Shortly aftcrwardi the Doriani moved south again, dtU 
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dme iDio DurHj perhapt drivci) fitmi the .\coUui pliia hy die 
who luil crt^ni the noimtiiiu frotn TheipKniju 
ITie AiTiTal of tlie Dorunf in Oori tiii been duted About 
tijo B.C 

It wasL probably ibout fifty yean Uter that the Doriaot, 
having outgrown tha very dremtumbed territory, fiait«I again 
to wander. Some crtMfed the pwa above Pindia md mored 
down the Daplmns raUey to Kaupacim, whence a thort voyage 
tool dicta acias* tlic narrow entrance of [be Gulf of Corindi. 
Otfaen paued wuth to Cri«a and tailed thcoce to the noirbcia 
thoTct of the Peloponncje, whDc the Utger part moved south- 
eaatwardt, past Oiaeronca a nd Ihches on their way to Atdca. 
hlavlng reiched the onrjlira of Athena they paused, for it hud 
been said by in otadc that in their conteat'wtth the Adienians 
a ting vronld be ikuj, and that victory n-oidd go to the people 
who hid lost their monarcli. They gave Jiutriietioni to their 
men an no account to till Codrus, the Atlienian ling, bni he, 
Inowiog of the oracle, visited the Dorian camp in the night, 
picked a quarrel with the wldten and fell in the brawl. WTien 
thcDonan leaden heard of thU they left Athens undisturbed and 
passed on to Mcgara. Then iJiey crossed the liihmus, tacked die 
port 11 Korakou, and crosting the pass dciiroyed Mveenae ind 
Tirym and settled at Argos. 

^ l4et uf Row turn tn Kgvpt, which we left divided bctwtwn 
NRuhenebded, prince of Tanii in the T)elta, and firibor, high 
priest of Amoa In ’l*hcbos.

Tiglathpilcser 1 , king of A^nTiOi died m noi h.o., when he 
was aueceeded by Niunrti-apal-ckiit 11, who probably hb 
ion. He reigned until 1092 when he wa» followed by 
Ashurhal^kxb, who u-ai certiiniy 1 »on of TiglathpOeser. Tlic 
following year the /Vssyrian ktrtjg eotcrnl into friendly relations 
with Marduk-iliaplk-^ef-tnaTi, who Iwd succeeded MiirJnk- 
bjtiiq-akhe^ Idittg of liin. In toSj ix. Adjid-apaUiddin ttic^ 
cceded to the kingdom of Idn, and in 1075 ix. Ashurbabbla 
was driven from the throne of Aisyria by EnlU-rabi, and look 
refuge at Sippat, though he recovered hb kingdom in 1069 bx, 
Ihcfc seems to have been further trouble about 1060 ix+i when 
Eriba-Adad xppi^rs at king^ and about IO50 ux, Ashurbal-kalja 
was succeeded by his brother Shamshi-Adad ]V\ Meanwhile 
Mardui-akhc-eriba became king of hhi in lo 6 i a.o. and 
XIarduk-zer- ««* in 1060 bX- 

We know little or nothing about whn liapplied m Greece 
after tlie Doriaiu had destroyed what remained of the Aidiacaii 
pow^r, 'fraditbn b almost silent^ Htriodoius lelk os that they 
were firit edled Dorians when they cntcrctl the Pdoponnese; 
thbteetni unlikely^ iince their nime vrav peserved in ihc Uitlc 
ttate of Doiw from which they liad come. 'Hie gcncdlc^ies of 
tbelr two Hpes of king^ liavc been handed doivUi but authc^nties- 
differ as to their value. 

There k A complete break m the arehacologicat record^ for the 
old Achaean dliefi were desiioycd and de^rted, and we are 
imratuin htm fai back we can take the later lettlnmentg. It 
tecjtu to be jgTced that tlie Doriana had Icamt the use of iron

At long ai the Ajchacait mlc ttinrived, the pottery ill tiie wii 
a bte type of the Mycencan wisrej origioally lainaduted ftom 
Crtie. This h found on M lira up to T050 fl,c. of juch a imifomi 
lind that muH suppoie that ihtje wares were inade by mm 
producibn at 1 few aites^ and lienee espaited orer the whole of 
the Achaean world at far north 3j Macedon. Witli the great 
deatructiiCia that occurred about io|o b.c. tlih Mycennn ware 
entirely diuppeared and we muit ronc!ude th^i the centred of it$ 
manufacture t^tire destroyed and the potteri dispened or khled. 
In all later lettlements we find much rougher pottery, of a 
totally difTeient type^ always decorated with gerjmetne oma- 
menr, but in Tari™* ttyle& in each locality; th» tnggati tlut ilie 
pocterV art Had ceased to be an organized mde and had 
revened lo its origiiifll pewition is the w'omcn% industry^ 

It [9 nature to mppose i!ut thii new ware^ found io gcncrilly 
thrungiout Greek lands, waa fcntroduced by rhe invading 
Dorians. AgainRt thu, however^ several argumenti may be 
urged. We lave no rvidencc that lie Doriaris used this kind of 
ware before they started on ihdr wandernigs; it ti dilfiadt to date 
any known pieces Ijefore looo t.Cp while rite mo&i typical formi 
of thh ware were made at Adiem, juil ouiilde tic Dipylun gate^ 
and^ as we ha%-e fecn« Athcni svai the one city tn Greece un¬ 
affected by lie Dorian conquest. 

In ioint waji the geometrir warn trinmd ni of the pottery 
jnTTi>duccd many centuries earlier into the Spertheioi valley^ 
and wo have $ccn that roch wares survi ved nearly up 10 iliti cime 
on tie t 1 op» of Mount Pbduj; they may w'clf have survived in 
retnole villages ekewirre^ and laid the foundation for the varioni

Tlie Dorian invasion not only btougbi to tn ead the AchAcab 
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]>oweTi it ended aUo the triditag sictivitld Cimtd an hy the 
Myceneani or Crtcsni fettled on the miiiiLiod- These* ia,^iia had 
long adopted Hellenic ^peecK, i^'^cfe knoviiL, it woidd appef r^ aA 
1 on lAH!, and they wett: uai cantent to fetnam mttkr tIh: barharie 
rule of their Dorian conqnciom. The fame wif true of other 
subjects of the Adiaein monarchy, to 105 j wirne i'Veulkiu 
settled in LesboSp and this gives ui ji pouibk d^te for the first 
tnovement of the Dariuns from Dorb. In [044 n.c,, accotdlng 
to lixdliianj occuned the grciit totde migration, svhen the 
majority of the traders in the Peiopouacse fciOed aemsj the 
Aegean to settle on the coast of Asia Minor. About the fame time 
f uch Achacads 11 %vere left settled on the foiithern sliore of the 
Cult ol Corinth. Thu= began that great movement* the founda¬ 
tion of the Greek colonic^ which iviH occupy ottr attention m 
our ncit voltinae. Here wc need only mentJoii die footiilatinii of 
Cyme in lojj b.c, and of Stnyma in 1015 a.c. 

Mcanwhik the FhoenLcIatu^ the people of Tytv and Sidon* 
who had pmfited by ibe fate of KjtiHjos, tiHI funJicr mcieafed 
their oversew iradc wbm the cities of Greece ceased to etp>n 
their vrarei. They traded at first with the caii through the Red 
Sea, and then pushed farther and fafthcr to the west, thnugh 
their chief colonict in thii direction were not founded until a 
later date* 

The whole of Greece with the eiccption of Allicm* ivaa msw 
under Dorian nde and rapidly rebp^cd into barbariJitii neither 
tradition nor arclueology gives ui even a gllmpe of what wj* 
taking place, like Dorians seoal to have been E!±$ent[aUy hill- 
folk* and to havti pieferrol tJie mcne ntountainous parts of the 
land* but, w far at ive can jwd^ from tJm feidti of ucavatiom^ 
they did not found ilic city of Spartaj aftefwarda their capit4il, 
until about 950 

At hff death in iDjo u.c- Painos^em in Rg^’pt was lucceeded 
by hii third ton* Svlcnkhepcre, who had already become lugh

death about 934 w.c. Amemiphct died in gyo u.C.* when he was 
succeeded bj Siamnttf whn died in 950 tbcJi foUirwed Hot- 
PsibkbciLtio^ who was driven from rbe throne in 94^ ikc. hy 
ShUhftkp ihe founder of the a 2nd Dym^ry. 

During ebb ccotuj)* tluc Philistbics wxjre dominatiiig the 
whole of PalcfttiJie, though about toi| b-c, the Hebrew made 
gallant attempts tinder Saul to ftee thdr conntTy froin this 
fomgn yoke, Tkia tvai cvmstnjlly efietted by David, who scerm 
to Jiave incceedcd hij predeCir^ic^r about ioi^ ti,Cp About 
fDoq the povrcraflhe Philijtbes wai boikcn, and the Hebrew 
ttatc enjoyed a period of pn^sperity under David and hb wail 
Solotnac^ until Uic death, of ths laiier about 933 b^c. 

Xabu-ihum'hbur became king of bin in t0|7 a,c« and rdgned 
until 1039 BX., when hii line eairie tiuddenljr to an end, ITic 
previous year the lUtti or Hitiiccs from north Syria had 
attacked tite ^anthem pan of Mcsopotaxniitp and thli may 
aeeohiiit for tltc iudden colbpae of the dytiastjv Ever aince the 
time of Tiglathpilcicr t certain desert trihea from the bortlcnof 
north Syria had been tlireatening the Assyrian frontier. Tli«c» 
known 2% Atamacmf, were kept off by TigUthpibser, tliou^li 
jfier hi^ doth miny of them settled witMn the /\5syriaii border.

IN the Early Bfoiiie Agf^ wji derelciped at but few 

central, and articles weit mded is finished produeti and wen: 
accordingly rine. .Lat«* we have mnrt definite evidence of a 
mute of trade tmm the fiakic ncoait to tlic Hungimn plain, up 
the Elbe and through Bohemia, Or thtoiigh the EriiTiconld]i J uri. 
Thb route led to the head of the Adtiatii: Sea aud developed a 
hraimh through the Inn valley and the Brenner pias. Th<mgh 
tbb b often called the amberr-ronte, huplejneots of bronze and 
die tin of Bohemia w^te Important itemi in ks trade. Tlic 
rpread of die latter helped to Increase the number of centres of 
l^nze craftsmamlup. 

Vilbgcs mcaowh^ multiplied on tlie locsa areas; the In- 
hahkants erf these grew grain and kept humt, cattle, and 
especially pigs. Domestic arnmali were {ncrcatingly med in 
agricutiural wmk, population incteaicd and vOlagca and thdr 
field syttemi became mote durabte. The vilbgetf' iievda ex¬ 
panded, and this period ghres rnnnp boardf of bronze irnplc'^ 
menu, whole or brokeni that inuJt Have been the pio^ierty of 
travelling dnkeit, going from village to village a« in Liter times. 
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In »pite of ilic tnereve of pctnunttit viliagc* there ii no 
eridenre fnitn tliit periud. of tlie rue of lOTtMog like a dtjr in 
ccntnl Euro|ie; that itage of devdopmeat waa itill far in the 
future.

Travtlling tinkers and tradc-toutci hdped to sptrad faihbn* 
in particular objects, and a hicaluy with a ipedal heritage of 
eivillzation could henceforth acquire some jtesv fashion in iu 
industries, or some new type of article, to add to its own 
equipment. In other words, a fonD of cull ore could now 
become altered by the additloa of an cttnneoiu idea without 
terioua tevolution.
